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PREFACE 



At die request of many, this new Edition of Menddaoohn's 
Organ Works is offered in the hope that it may be a guide in 
phrasing, expre ss i on, ease of pedalfing and effective registration. 

In all the Sonatas (and, whenever possible, in the Fugues) the 
question of turning over the leaves has also been considered. The 
slop4ndications given are in acoordanoe with die organ of the 
present day; but, as the tone-quality of the same stop varies gready 
widi die different builders, personal discretion must always be used 
by the player. 

The two hands are divided as much as possible into the two 
staves— for deamess in reading. 

Some of the passages, in the more rapid movements, which are 
mariced staccaio^ are thus intended only when taken at the speed 
indicated. At a slower tempo such a staccaio would not be neces- 
sary, so long as deamess of touch and phrasing are maintained. 

Where diere is a small "b'' or "p'* under a pedal mark, it 
indicates that die foot is to be in a backward or a forward position 
on die pedal-board. 

The Editor trusts that this Editimi may be of value to the 
earnest student in his endeavour to get a desurer and more o o mpre- 
hensi ve idea of these great organ works.
